to rely upon any of thefe, however cele- 
brated Remedies, fold up and down the 
Town by Quacks, or ignorant Perfons ; 
not oneof which either ever was, or can 
be fo contriv’d, a$ to anfwer all the pro- 
per Intentions, how /pecifically foever they 
are compounded; Of which farther pre- 
fently, when we enquire into their Na- 
ture.’ |

againit thefe Medicines, was taken from 
the vaftly differing Caufes, giving Rife 
to the fame Diftemper, and which are al- 
ways careluily to be refpected, in our 
Phyfical Prefciiptions for the fame. And 
here: I: fhall fet before you, one of the 
moft common fand which through’ tam- 
pering firlt of all with Quack Remedies, 
and.old Wives Receipts, at leaft for want 
ef timely Application to the learned Phy- 
fician,. makes one of the moft confiderable 
Numbers in our Bills of Mortality] that 
is a Corfamption, of which,.-befides the 
general diltinction of Origimal and Sympto- 
matical, we have from one of -the ‘bett 
Writersof this Diftemper [and who knew 
as wellas any other how to cure it] the 
following particular ones reckoi’d up 5 as 
a Conjnmpie@ fron great Lofs-of-'blood, oF 
pther Evacdativas, as from Uleers, Fijtula*s

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pr Apoftems ; from giving Suck, a Loofene/s, 
Diabetes, Sweats, Salivations ; likewife, 
Confumptions from a Dropfy, the Kings-Evil, 

$c07rvy, Afthma, Melancholy, Stones in the 
‘Lungs, the French Pox: Again, there 
‘are Confumpitions from the Green-ficknefs, 
Intermitting Fevers or Agues, Pleurifies, 
Faundice 5 from the Gout, Rheumatifm, 
with certain others too tedious and unne= 
ceffary farther to take notice of. : 

Now altho’ in each of thefe we have 
one general Aim, 772. the recruiting the 
decay’d Habit ; yer not only the Symp- 
toms, fuch as the Cough, Loofene/s, 
Sweats, €9c, afford divers Indications, and 
a differenc Management, but in each of 
them, very fingular regard is to be had 
to the original Difeafe, of which thefe 
Symptoms are only Confequents: Thus 
for Example, if we think to cure a Coz- 
fumption trom the Evi/, with the fame Re- 
medies we fet upon another from a Drop/y ; 
or if we undertake to cure another from 
bleeding at the Nofe, or other parts of the 
Body, withthofe we direct for the Cure

the Counter-potfon, Imean fome Mercarial 
Preparation, with his Pectoral or Anti. 
phthifical Remedies, at leaft orders them 
not between whiles, he will find he is do- 
ing fomewhat worfe than wafhing the 
thiopian White, that is lofing his La- 
bour, only, but is acceflary alfo to the 
poor, Man’s. Death, which, in all proba- 
bility, had been prevented. by the Care of 
amore underftanding and expert Phyfi- 
cian.. Ina word, he who fancies he can 
cure any one of thefe Con/umptions we 
have already recounted, with the fame 
Regimen, that may be truly ufeful for 
dome other of them, is upon the fame level. 
of Underftanding with the Undertaker, 
to fic all Bodies with the fame Suit of 
Apparel; fince it is manife(tly apparent, 
that in each of them, the Method. muft 
be.in fome Particulars varied, and confe- 
quently many of them thus differing, 
even radically one from the other, there 
can be no radical Cure [according to the 
vain, Pretence of one of our prefent Re- 
ceipt. Quacks] by any fingle Remedy 
Whatever, even that very common Symp- 
tom attending almoft all of them, efpe- . 
cially towards the Conclufion, I mean the 
Coxngh, requires the utmoft of our Caution 
and Circumfpection, in endeavouring ig 
" Calc 
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eafe the Sick herein; for tho’ many.of, 
them bear Opiates well, and that we. can 
do little or nothing without them, as inthe 
Melancholy particularly; and feveral others — 
witha thin Catarrh, or withadry Conval- 
five Tickling, and a tolerable good Breath- 
ing; yet in fome others, \as ‘the Scorbutic. 
with atough Phlegm, difficult Expectorationy 
and fbort Breath; inthe Hydropic, .and éfpes 
cially the Afthmatic, half a Grain of Lau- 
danum, given, by fome Quack or Empiric, 
has fent many of thefe People to.their long 
Home; the Authors of whofe,.untimely- 
Ends [had Juflice. taken, Place] ought, 
from the Gallows, to have.been fent after 
them. , Rcyany abs LAL gts Sah 

I come now. to my, Jaf Objection:.a- 
gainft thefe Medicines, which i,took from. 
the fingular and. unaccountable: Astipathies - 
of. particular. Perfons, again{t fome. parti-. 
cular Ingredients in a Compofition 3 
which, how mean foever it may appear 
to be raifed ,here, has, always! had great 
Regard in Phyfic ; and the want, of Fore- 
fight. or.Pre-confideration thereof, has 
been exceedingly pernicious to fome Pa- 
tients, and has alfo.difgraced the Phylician. 

To inftance in one.or two Examples: Some 
few Lyfteric Women there are, who receive a 
- very finguiar Relief by a full Dole of Mask 
or Civet, whereas a Grain of. either, to the 
es , greater 
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greater Number of that Sex, 45 exceedingly 
difpleafing, and to fome of them has been al- 
mot fatal. Again, There are fome of both 
Sexes who can bear Opium well, and fleep 
gutetly therewith ; whilft others are confound- 
ed, and almoft diftracted, till the Effects of 
ah are worn off. The leaft quantity of Honey 
will purge and fwell up fome as if they were 
Poifor’d : Hence Diafcordium, Venice-— 
Treacle, asd Mithridate, wot only upon 
this Account, but fometimes alfo apon fome 
other Secret, or, as we fay, natural Anti- 
pathy or Averfion, inflead of being cAnti- 
dotes, are like Poifon it felf to fome parti- 
cular Conftitutions. Munt-Water to one I 
know, is the moft certain Vomit, tho’ it ftops 
rhat Complaint in almoft all others. Sattron, 
& Cordial to the generality, I have alfo ob: 
ferved by the like Secret, Antipathy, has cau- 
fed others to faint away, either by the Smell 
‘or Tafte. It were. too tedious to reckon 
up more of this kind, which the prudent 
Phyfician, by converfe with his Patient, 
and Enquiries of this Nature, can ealily 
obviate ‘and’ provide againit; but of 
which, in this publick way of purchafing 
Quack Remedies (1 wilh I could fay that 
were all] you muft run the Hazard. 

{ have given only a fingle Inftance un- 
der each Head of thefe Objections, that — 
Fmight noc {well this little Tract beyond 
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tre intended Bounds ; and indeed to havé 
fingled out each ‘Difeafe, and. commented 
thereon, would’ have been’ to have:writ 
4 kind of Phyfical Hiftory forthe ufe of 
Phyficians, who know, perhaps, already 
fat leaft many ‘of them] more than my 
felf, ‘inftead of fome fhort Hints and In 
fiructions, for the ufe of others, and for 
whom this prefent Difquifition is only ins 
tended ; for there is no» Diftemper with 
which we are aff tted, but’in unfolding 
after the fame manner,: 1 :could eafily 
make it appear, and I hope alfo, convince 


you, that no Remedy fori any of them, ~

Wormwood, Orange-Péel [which is the chief 
of the Great Elixiy] Seeds. of.. Cardemome, 
dnd Cortander, to which fome add. the — 
Aromattcs or Spices, fuch are Nutmegs, 

Cloves; Mace, €5¢. thefe fhould be infus’d 

cold for fome Days in Wine, or in good — 
French Brandy , but are generally [for a. 
Worldly Reafon ] fteep’d in a: ftinking, 
nalty Mals-Spirit, or at the belt, a Mo- 

loffes. i gorid 2 oclsey woe aie 
In remarking thefe, when duly prepa- 

red as aforefaid, I am far from undere 

valuing what all Phyficians frequently di- 

rect as they fee occafion ; but the prepo- 
fterous Ufe, or the taking them without 
Advice, has render’d them rather Mif+ 
chievous than Beneficial ; a fad Inftancé. 
of this we have in our cornmon Whettersy 
as they are called: Now thefe People; it~ 
is certain, in fome otf our Taverns about 
the Exchange, meet with a much whole 
fomer Bitter than moit of the foregoing — 
Spirits ; but their conitant Recourfe to it, 
their doubling and redoubling their Gels; 
or half Pint Vurs, initead of itrengthening; 
foon dettroys the Jove of their dtomachsy 
entirely extinguifhing their natural Heats 
| par: 
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pe in a mannef its Coats, after wn- 
ending or relaxing the Fibres thereof, 
and laying afleep its Stimulas or Efuriné 
Ferment (call’d fo by fome Phyficians] or 
rather drowning the fame ; fo that inftead, 
Of exciting or raifing what they aim at; 
when.they come to the beft furnifh’d Ta- 
ble the very fight of the Food fatiates; 
and the Steams make them rife up 
fometimes and run away from the fame: 
They ftreight grow pall’d and faint, and 
having no way to recruit their Spirits, are 
forced to return, if not to their Bitters, 
perhaps to the Brandy Bottle, at leaft they 
take Sanctuary in the Tavern, where the 
Cook is confulted to put fome Cheat upon 
their Stomachs, and humour their App? — 
tites, with the Wing of a Pheafant, or a 
Partridge, tho’ that of a Lark is oft as 
much as they can compafs: till the Nighe 
far fpent, top full of their beloved Li- 
-quors, they come reeling Home: After: 
their firft Sleep, the Fumes flying of 
which had imprifon’d their Senfes, they 
_faltto retching ; then rife again when. 
that is over, and return to Wyher.. Thus 
in a very little time fome hundreds of 
brave Conftitutions have been broke, and 
the moit promifing of our Citizens fat 
their firft fetting ouc} in a very few Years’ 
hurry’d into cheir Graves. iy Hise), 
Phi EB k¢ 
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It may be here, [and that reafonably] 
reply’d, that it isthe Abufe only of thefe 
Remedies that does the Harm, which I 
can readily grant; but the Extolling of 
them in all cafes of decay’d and loft Ap- 


petites, has firft of all led many People — 


into this Abufe: Andthus I have feen a- 
bundance, fome too of good Rank and 
Fafhion, that having accuftom’d them- 
felves at firft to a few Drops, quickly af- 
ter rofe to Spoonfuls, and at laft full 
Glaffes of thefe Tinétures and Elixirs, 
which in fhort time, has as effectually de- 
ftroy’d them, as that Hellifh Liquor the 
Geneva does the common or poor People ; 
for tis not the Bitters, how good or. ufeful 
foever, will defend the Stomach from be- 
ing prey’d on by the fiery Spirits they are 
infus’d in; nor indeed will any the moft 
noble Spices [which rather help farther 
to. inflame] the richeft Cordials, the Cztroa, 
‘and the Cizamon brought from abroad, 
have any better effeQ ; nor in few Words, 
to be plain, will there appear other diffe- 
rence in this kind of Swiczde, or Self-Mur- — 
ther, betwixt a Basket-Woman and a 
Lady of the firft Quality, were a Jury to 
be impannel’d for fuch Enquiry, than 
that the former had deftroy’d herfelf with — 
a Spirit of Nine Pence a Quart, the latter 

with one of Forty Shillings. | 

Again, 
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_ Again; here. is a farther Mifchief acs 
crues by thefe Stomach Jinétures; that béa 
ing thus [as we have already obferved] 
- celebrated for weak and decay’d Appetites, 
we have divers Heétical and Confumptive 
People, others in Fevers ; Women alfo la« 
bouring under immoderate Fluxes of 
Blood; fome with a hot, bilious, and 
acrid Serum therein, that by thefe Reme- 
dies fuffer unfpeakable Damage. Three 
-Thave lately feen, whofe Ruin might have 
been fairly imputéd to thefe hot and burn- 
ing Elixirs. One bleeding to Death at 
Nofe, had a Bottlé of one of them; which 
feem’d a fort of Elixir Proprietatis, at his 
Beds Head, of which he had drank for a 
Month before in Wine; according to fome 
Quack’s Advice; and which I am fatisfy’d 
had contributed mightily to the poor 
Man’s Death: The contrary Regimen to 
which, I mean the Barley-Water, Milk and 
Water, Affes- Milk, or the like; had been 
Much fitter for him, and very probably 
had refcued him from this fatal Symptom 
that put amend to his Days. But having, 
» Ifay, loft his Stomach by hard Drinking, 
for which, efpecially, thefe kind of Res 
_ mMedies are extoll’d, this had been recom: 
mended as a never failing one, 
_Now in fome of thefe, or other Cafes 
cireumflantiated thereunto, where they 
, E 2 | have 
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have» been found’ necefflary or thought 
proper: but particularly in Intermitting 
Fevers, in cold Habits, in Retching, Sick- 
nefs or Loathing, and fundry others, Phy- 
ficians have always preferr’d the Infufions 
of fome of thefe Bitters in fair Water, to 
the reCtify’d Spirits or Wines either, un- 
lefs in fome peculiar Cafes, and to much 
better purpofe, adding, as they find oc- 


cafioh, three or four Ounces of a fteeled: 


Wine, or perhaps two or three of the 
compound Wormwood Water, to a Pint 
of the faid Infufion ; but farther to con- 
vince you of the Infufficiency of thefe Re- 
medies for the Ends they have been re- 
commended, I could give you a very late 
inftance in a Gentleman of good Note 
in this City, who by too much good Fel- 
lowfhip, having whetted away his Sto- 


mach, fell into violent Vomitings, grew 


feverifh and thirfty, with other Symptoms 
of an approaching Con/umption, {uch as 
Cough, Loofene{s, and Morning Sweats: 
He had, for a Month paft, drank feveral 


Bottles of the Great Elixir, with other. 
famous Bitters or Stomach Tinctares, that* 


by fome of his Companions, from printed 


Advertifements, had been recommended 
to him, but ftill growing weaker, he was — 


prevail’d on at latt to take farther Advice, 


which he had from me, and which was »

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[after taking off the Violence of bis Retching 
with a little Fuice of Lemon, Salt of Worm. 
wood, and Syrup of Quinces, with half a 

Grain of Laudanum] that be fhould only

a Chicken Broth as warm, betwixt whiles, 
which Method, when he had ftrictly fol- 
low’d for about a.

his Life, nor can be therefore appriz’d 
what particular Symptoms or Conditions 
may happen to render fuch Remedy much 
more injurious than beneficial, how va- 
luable foever the fame might have been, 
- if the Cafe were differently circumftanced, 
or dire€ted by the Judgment of a Phyfi- 
cian thereinto enquiring, without which 
[if you dare credit one who pretends to 
know, at leaft, fomewhat of the Matter] 
your fafeft way will be to meddle with 
none of them; or if you muft be making 
E 3 the 
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the Experiment, you will find any Apo- 
thecary in your Neighbourhood, will fit 
you with a more fuitable Stomach Bitter, 
from forme Phyficians Prefcript on his File, 
and at an eafier Price alfo than you can 
purchafe fome of thefe deftructive Spirits. 
"The next of the A/terative Remedies 
I fall obferve, fhall be thofe which they 
call their Cordials [whether deftill’d Wa- 
ters oF Spirits] a pleafance Word indeed, 
the very Name reviving us. In this 
Clafs we are prefented: with Cordials An- 
gelical, Royal, Golden, Imperial, and | - 
kaow not how many others; befides the 
Reétifyers of all our Vitals formerly obferv- 
ed ; together with the Spirits and Drops, 
as Angel-like alfo, and as Jnfallible, without 
Number. wi 
"Now to all thefe I have the fame Ob- 
jeCiion as againit thofe laft mention’d, 
when taken thus unadvifedly : Moreover, 
fome of them I find fcented [in hopes to 
pleate the betrer] confequently prejudicial 
(0a great many ,and moit of them prepar’d 
witha foul Eag/i/b Spirit, and fo in like 
manner with the former, hurtful to all. 
And, indeed, tho’ Cuftom has apply’d 
this Word Cordial, ina manner wholly to 
fome hot and fpirituous Liquors, or di- 
(ill’d, if not retify’d Spirits; yer it often- 
times falls out, that a Draught of cold 


Water 
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Water with Vinegar, isa nobler Cordial 
in fome of the Womens Hyfferic or Vapour — 

Fits, or a few Drops of Spirits of Harts- 
horn ia a large Draught of Spring-Water, 
than the richeft Cordial Spirits or diftill’d 
Waters you can come by: Nay, in fome | 
fanguine Conftitutions, thefe Outrages of 
the Spirits will be encreafed frequently by 
thefe laft, and the Fits much lengthen’d, 
which are prefently taken off by the firft. 
But farther, this promifcuous ufe of 
Cordials, thus fold to you at the Shops, 
makes no Provifion for particular Cafes ; 
for altho’ the Compofition were to confift 
of half a hundred the moft precious fingle 
“Ingredients, yet ftill the Spirit with which 
they are drawn off, or in which they are 
infufed, is exceedingly pernicious to many 
infirm or weakly Contftitutions, where the 
common People are ready to furmife they © 
are moft wanted. And truly, every Re- 
medy of this kind ought to be fuited to 
the Patient’s Circumftances, as to habit of 
Body and other Conditions, or as the pre- 
fent Symptoms indicate ; of which, none 
but the Phyfician, upon Sight or Enquiry 
into the Cafe, can be a proper Judge: 
And thus he will find the Cold and Phleg- 
matic can difpenfe with the warmer ; 
the Hot, Dry, and He¢tical will want the 
moft temperate ; and certainly thefe, up

The 
Rich, at fome of the fame Places, may 
hear of Citroz and Barbadoes or Jamaica 
Cinnamon Waters ; whillt the pooreft fort 
mu{t be content with Royal Gin, which 
alike will do the fame Execution: Or if 
you would go a little more advifedly to — 
work, be your Circumftances what they 
of | ates ein Mera | will, 
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will, ifeither unableor unwilling to pay — | 
for better Advice, confult your Apothecary, 
who, as I told you but now, concerning 
the Stomach Remedies, willaffift you with 
a Cordial much fitter for you, as well as. 
in likelyhood, cheaper than you purchafe 
fomething in the other Way; but whe- 
ther a Difeafe or a Remedy, is uncertain ; 
the one happening as commonly as the 
other. As tothe Volatile spirits and Drops, 
you have little need to pay half a Crown 
for half an Ounce, fince every Chymift 
will furnifh you with Volatile Oyly Salt, 
Spirit of Hartlborn, Salt Armoniac, Caftor, 
Lavender, with forty others for your Fits 
‘of any kind, or other Difeafes of ‘the 
Brain or Nerves, at a quarter the Price ; 
and at the fame time, fome of them in- 
ftru& you better in their Ufe, and which 
may be moft fafely ventur’d on, or do you 
the leaft Injury, than the Quack who keeps, 
as we fay behind the Curtain, and fo as 
he can but get your Money by telling you 
fome fine Story in his printed Bi‘’s or Ad- 
“vertifements, cares not one Half-penny 
whether he Kills or Cures. | 
’ Tothefe we willjoynthe Azodyne, Pain- . 
eafing, Or compofing Mixtures, called like- 
wile Cordials, tho? many of them much 
fitter to be termed Poy/ons : in which, the 
_ prime of the Compofition or Foundation

is Opiam, or fome Preparation thereof; 
which, notwithf{tanding, granted by all 
Phyficians to be the moit ferviceable Drug 
- an Phyfick, prefcrib’d with Judgment ; 
yet taken thus inadvertently, and without 
refpect to the juft Symptoms and particu. 
lar Circumftances calling for, or forbid. 
ding it, the moft dangerous and des 
ftructive of all others, and by one half 
Grain of which, in the /folid Form, or a 
few Drops in the liguid, fome People have 
forfeited their Lives to the Ignorance of 
a knavifh and unskilful Director thereof. 
I have herea large Theme to dwell on, 
but an intended Brevity at firft, will not 
allow a great many Reflections at this 
Time; to haiten therefore, ’tis with fome 
of thefe Compofitions that I have known 
the moft ignorant Qaacks, even an Old 
Woman, that have raifed to themfelves 
a wonderful Reputation ; for what would 
not the Perfon in Pain give to have a little 
Kafe? How can they do lefs than extola 
Medicine that was the Caufe of it? Hence 
I fay, this fort of Remedy is one of the 
moft likely; with which a Phyfical De/pe- 
yado can fet up ; for if in great Extremi- 
cy the Empiric fteps in and throms the Dye, 
that is, pours down the Dofe, admit the 
Chance fhould come up right, and the 
Sick recover, how is he now cry’d up a 
the 
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the moft famous Dottor, thus curing as 
ic were by Enchantment? Suppofe he 
dies, tho” perhaps the Relations or Friends 
may, yet is the Patient himfelf fecur’d 
from, telling Tales, or reviling him any 
way ; befides, if it was a trading Medi- 
cine, it will be difficule to find the Au- 
thor. The Shop-keeper who fold it, will 
only tell you, You have made fome Miftake, 
you gave too much, or you repeated tt too 
foon; and there’s the utmoft of your Sa- 
tisfaction. And how, indeed, fhould it 
eften happen otherwife, where neither 
the Sick nor the By-ftanders are Judges 
whether the Cafe requir’d it, nor the ort- 
ginal Murtherer, having got the Money, 
and keeping out of fight [as fome do] re- 
garding whether it did or not. And thus 
I have feen within thefe feven Years paft, 
at leaft half a Dozen of Men, Women, 
and Children, fent out of the World on 
this fleepy Errand, when Vomits, {barp Cly- 
fiers, Cupping, Bliftering, and all other 
helps, were either coo late call’d in, or too 
weak to overcome the ftupefaCtive Dofe: 
Of thefe, fome were the Quack M——’s, 
others Mr. W——’s, others H———’s, 0- 
thers D——’s, and others G y’s; the 
two lait, among their ignorant Admirers, © 
being reputéd for che moit underftanding 
Phyficians. If divers others have efcaped, 
it 
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wthas been rather the Effet of a’ ftronge 
Habit of Body, ora vigorous Conftitution’ 
of Spirits, than the Medicine-Maker’s 
' Mercy: Or if others again have not pre- 
_fently received Injury thereby, yet being 
Hl fuited, or ill timed in fome other re= 
-fpects, it has been accompany’d with ve- 
ry unhappy Confequences of a divers 
Nature : And how; as I faid before, 
fhould it otherwife fall out, when'a Re- 
medy of this Nature istaken by one who 
knows nothing of fuch Confequence like 
toeniue, and ‘deliver’d by anorher little 
or nothing wifer. For preventing then, 
what Ican, thefe Mifchiefs till fuch dan= 
gerous Medicines, efpecially, are with= 
held from you, and the Authors of them, 
as they ought, ‘condignly punifh’d; I will 
here fet down fome tew of thofe particu- 
lar‘and more obvious Cafes, wherein thefe 
Stupifying or Compofing, thefe Anodyae or 
Pain eafing, Or Quieting. Cordials, as they 
are called, are abfoiutely hurtful, and for- 
bidden by Phyficians. 981 oe

when Coftive, emptying the Bowels by Chyfters, 
they are fcarce ever to be given at all, 2. All 
fuch as are reduced by long Sicknefs, and 
brought very low, with aweak and trembling.

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Dropfies they are dangerous and fatal, 2. In. 
Malignant Fevers, alfo in Pleursfies, unlefs 
fome urgent Symptom, asa Loofne/s, requires, 
you muft avoid them; and indeed in all Fe 
vers till the Height, which Phyficians call a 
Crifis, is over, they are better forborn, an- 
lefs indicated, as. before, by the Symptoms.

5. In fome Inflammatory Cholicks; as I hawe 
hinted formerly, there is danger of fixing the 
Pain, rendring the Caufe more permanent, 
and bringing on a Gangrene upon the Bowels 
thereby.

fo quiet as never to wake more| is, whatever 
you may think ont, much the fame thing as 
tying the Sick freight about the Neck with a 

Halter 5 and feveral, I can affure you, I 

have feen upon fuch a like unfortunate Acci« 
dent, as hard labouring for Breath when I 
have been fent for to them, and as black in the 
Face, as if in reality that Expertment, by thé 
Hand of the publick Executioner, fome pri 
wate Ruffian, or themfelves, [, fupphing that 
Place] had been made upon them. _ 

By thefe few fhort Remarks, Ihave en- 
deavour’d to convince you what great 

- Hazard you run in taking thefe Quack Re- 
medies, particularly above the reft, with 
which none of thefe Material Cautions 
above-mention’d are deliver’d, or indeed 
any other DireCtions, than to take fo much, 
and repeat it fo often, whether to your 
Health or Undoing is much alike to the 
Cheat, who has nothing more in view 
than to enrich himfelf upon your Spoils. 
Believe me then once more, there is no- 
thing can require fo much of your utmoft 
Heed and diligent Regard, as the taking 
thefe, and all fuch like Medicines, upona 

|  fimple 
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fimple Advertifement, without better Ad- 
vice than you can gather from them, or 
than the bafe defigning Authors them~ 
felves of fuch Advertifements [could you 
come at them] are qualify’d to give you. 

_ Having thus run over fome of the Re- 
medies I call Alterative [for it was a Task, 
I never fet my felf to fpeak of all] I fhalt 
now touch upon fome of thofe which 
Empty; and among thefe, more particu- 
Jarly of fuch as work by Stool and Urine. 
OF the firft fort, I have already acquaint- 
ed you, we have Elixirs, Tinttures, E- 
lectuaries, but efpecially Pils in great 
plenty ; and each fo unhappily, as 1 may 
fay, fet, out in the Catalogue of theic 
Virtues, as being good almoft for every 
Thing, that even fome People themfelves, 
fmelling out the Defign, are fometimes 
apt to retort the common Saying, of their 
being for that Reafon, very probably, © 
good for Nothing, unlefs, being Well, to 
make them Sick, or a little ouc of Order, 
‘to make them much Worfe. — . 

The Ground of thefe are ufually Jatap- 
“Root, Aloes, Scammony, as thofe of Dr, 
B——s, and fome others ; or Coloqain- 
vida, in De-laun’s, called the Scotch Pill.

out Mercary ; and fometimes each of thefe,’ 
with twenty others of the like Nature, 
are jumbled together injudicioufly, and as’ 
indifferently corrected : Witnefs the 4or- 
vid\ Gripes and Tortures, the over-parging, 
or the not paffing at all, that have very 
Often attended. Of the Liguors, one of 
the fafeft, and now generally known, has: 
Sena for its Bafis, corrected with Seeds, 
Licorifb and Raifons, however, infufed, 
like the feft, in none of the moft whol-’ 
fome Spirits, I mean Daffy’s Elixir Salutis: 
But admit we fhould grant all. thefe’ 
very good and proper in their Kinds, yet 
isit furely the higheft Folly and Rafhnefs: 
wecan be guilty of, to meddle with any” 
of them upon thefe Peoples Recommen- 
dation; who, tho’ they know [and as F 
have intimated already, fo does the poor 
Patient often to his Sorrow] that they 
will Purge thofe who take them, yet when 
Purging is neceffary, they know not ; nor yet 
what particular Purge will beft {uit the fick 
Perfons Cafe, the Habit of Body, and divers 
other Circumftances, which ought to be known 
and duly weighed before fuch Medicines aré 
preferil’d ; and for want of which, many. 
troubled with the Piles, and other Diforders 
contra-indicating {uch particular Purges, 
have been thereby almoft deftroyd.

frefh Butter, three or four Spoonfuls of 
fweet Oyl, the common purging Mineral — 
Waters, or fuch like cooling and mollify-

?Tis not that 1 think the Mercary fome-

marks] is by the ableft Phyficians. daily 
order’d, and allow’d to be the moft noble — 
of all others, provided the fame is rightly — 
prepared, duly dojed, cauttoully \ prefcribed, 
and overlook’d tn its Operation, to obviate 
fome Accidents that may happen to arvife ; 
tis not, E fay, for chatin it felf the Medi- 
cing is improper, but when taken, as they » 
fay, Hand over Head, or rafhly upon 
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évery fimple Perfons Advice, being mix’d 
‘up, as it is ufually, with the Refize of 
Jalap or Scammony [two brisk Purgatives 
fo called] and no Cautions or proper Di- 
rections, as ought to be therewith given, 
it is utterly to be rejected ; as are moft; 
if not every one, of thefe Compofitions ; 
For admit you go upon a wrong Suppo- 
fition, you certainly encreafe the Heéfic | 
Fever, the Cough, Cholick, or Belly-ach, the 
Loofnefs, Sweats, and all the Tribe of 
threatning Symptoms of perhaps an al- 
ready far advanc’d Con/umption ; and 
throw your Child very probably into thofe 
very Convulfions you were hoping to pre- 
vent or cure. | | 
’Tis not, I fay, fufficient, becaufe your 
Neighbour tells you her Child was. juft like 
yours, his Nofe itch’d, or he rubbd his 
B—h, and fhe gave him fome of Mr. M—r’s 
Powder, which brought away a Worm, and - 
the Child grew well; or for that another's 
Breath fmelt ftrong like yours; his Belly 
ach’d, and he was thus recover’d: A third

A high colour’d Urine fhews commonly — 
fome great Inflammation therein ; but | 
whether the’ Complaint be in the Head, | 
the Breaft, Belly, or univerfally all over | 
the Body, is uncertain; and no Man can | 
fay [but by meer Guefs] that the Perfon | 
who made the fame, has an Izflammation | 
on the Membranes, particularly of the Brain, | 
or a Pleurify;.a Cholick, or a Rheumati{m, | 
Avery pale Water on the other hand, is | 
often made in Fevers alfo, portending — 
great danger, by the Matter taking to | 
the Head, and threatening Comvulfions; | 
yet the fame, or like Water is made, as 
1 have obferv’d before, by Hy/terical Wo- — 
men, and fome obftructed Virgins, alfoafter 
drinking French , White , and Rhenifh | 
Wines ; fo that ic would be the Height of — 
Rafhnefs, to ground our Judgment folely — 
upon this wavering and uncertain Bot- — 
tom ; or to direct Medicines by a Specu- — 
lation of Colours, or Confiftencies either in — 
the Patient’s Urixe; which may be fo | 
many ways diverfify’d, and have fo many —
